When the heat of the ovén melts the 
butter and expands the air between ihe 
layers, they separate a little; that is, 
they flalze. 

By means of this theory of pastry one 
can better understand the directions 
given in pastry recipes. For example: 
The ingredients must be kept cold that 
the butter and dough may not combine 
during the rolling. The pastry must be 
handled lightly and never pressed or 
pounded, because this would press out 
the air and crush the layers into each 
other.

UNFILLED ORDERS 
OF RECORD SIZE. 


General Electric is understood to have 
a larger total of unfilled orders on its 
books than ever before in its history.

Society would do well if the schools were used more than they 
are for instruction in some of the simplest and most fundamental 
aspects ot taxation, viewed both economically and ethically.

and Alexander Clark, undertook the task of 
creating a highway that would skirt Lake 
Michigan from Lincoln park to Ft. Sher- 
idan, a distance of about twenty-four miles. 
They succeeded in enlisting the cooperation 
of the Chicago city council and of the coun- 
cils and boards of the suburban cities and 
villages to the extent that streets and roads already in existence 
were dedicated to the purpose in view, while in many cases connec- 
tions necessary to the continuity of the highway were provided for. 
Thus Sheridan road was begun, and while the enterprise had the 
attention of its principal promoters it flourished. They, however, 
in time laid down their work. 

They had established the highway. Along some sections it 
had become a boulevard; throughout its entire length it displaved 
such possibilities of development that it came to be lined with beauti- 
ful homes and costly estates. One recognized defect in the under- 
taking, however, had not been remedied. While the road was pro- 
moted -by an association, this body had no taxing or police powers. 
Every section was under some separate municipal jurisdiction. It 
was the business of each municipality to take care of its particular 
part of the roadway. Some of these municipalities were faithful 
to their trust; others fell short of meeting their responsibilities in 
this particular. The result was that while Sheridan road might be 
a perfect boulevard for one stretch of four or five miles, for the next 
it might be impassable. 

Things are now looking brighter for this highway. An act of 
the Legislature has been found under which it is possible for the 
Lincoln park board to take over Sheridan road as far north as the 
state line, and the Sheridan Road Improvement Association, an 
organization that has done much toward reviving interest in the high- 
way, would approve this transfer of authority,but it sees the neces- 
sity of immediate work through cooperation among the several 
municipalities and it is looking first of all to the complete rejuvena- 
tion of the splendid drive in this way. Some temporary repairs have 
just been completed at a cost of $16,000. These have made the road 
passable, at least. Improvements on a larger scale and of a more 
permanent nature, however, are now necessary. Pending the taking 
over of the highway by the park board it will have to be made con- 
tinuous. That is, there must be no “breaks” in the road. In Evans- 
ton it is nOW “lost” for a short distance. All the money that may 
be required to enable the park board to take it over, thus insuring 
its better care for all time to come, should easily be raised among 
those who are directly concerned in the welfare of the highway. 
Doubtless it will be. Doubtless, also, Sheridan road. will soon cease 
to be a problem. Its solution, nevertheless, will serve to emphasize 
the fact that interurban improvements can never be safely left to 
interurban management. After twenty-five years it is demonstrated 
here that state control of Sheridan road would have saved the various 
taxing bodies hundreds of thousands of dollars, besides giving to the 
people throughout all that time a roadway in a condition bordering 
upon the perfect. What has been everybody’s business has been 
nobody’s business in this instance, or would have been nobody’s 
business had not private and public-spirited citizens taken the matter 
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ing conditions of agriculture and manufacturing near the mouths 
of streams. This theory having been challenged by the weather 
bureau officials, the geological survey has made an expensive inves- 
tigation in eastern forest regions where the federal government has 
begun to purchase reservations. Ihe experiments of last winter 
and spring show ye oe rainfall and flood conditions are affected 
by forest cover, lis is just what has always been assumed by 
persons who hae reasoned from grounds of common sense and 
ordinary observation. 

Apropos water supply, its volume and constancy of stream, it 
must be kept in mind that a new friend of forest conservation is 
appearing in the guise of the corporation acquiring water power rights 
for manufacturing electricity. [he multiplicity of such organiza- 
tions, the amount of capital they represent, and the influence of their 
lcbby in Washington are factors to be reckoned with hereafter. If, 
as now seems likely, federal law is to make privilege to use streams 
under the nation’s control conditional upon payment of adequate tax 
to the treasury, then investors in this form of property will be the 
more friendly to such protection of forests as will insure full and 
constant supply of “white coal.”

Now they are assembling for their customary — 

annual summer conferences. With unusual sagacity Dr. Tenney, 
the first American placed in charge of the students, saw that some 
use must be made of the long vacation that would tend to better the 
group morale, and that would enhearten persons remote from their 
homes and relieved from academic duties for a season. To this end 
he assembled them at strategic sectional centers, where conditions 
were unusually favorable. Thus at Amherst, Mass., were resident 
Americans especially conversant with China and willing to do all 
that could be done in the way of hospitality, and for some years the 
Chinese students of New England’s colleges, from Smith and Har- 
vard alike, met in that beautiful hill town. This week 200 of them 
are in Williamstown, where the buildings of Williams College are 
at their disposal, and where the residents extend hospitality of a 
fine type. 

While much of the routine df a conference of this kind has to 
do with sport, social intercourse, and the natural joys of a vacation 
period, the gathering is also used for more serious things. Youth 
from sections of the republic that are arrayed against each other 
meet, and first understand and then like each other. The most serious 
problems of personal life, including religion and ethics of national 
growth, are discussed formally and informally. Friendships are 
formed. that will not cease, though in later life one patriot labor in 
Canton and another in Kalgan. 

Interest of the home government in the students is shown 
usually by the presence of the minister stationed at Washington.

The potatoes last year brought over from 

England, Ireland and Scotland, and from | J 
Germany and other countries on the Euro- 
pean continent, paid a duty of 25 cents a bushel, but, so high were 
the prices obtainable in the different American markets that they 
were sold at a profit. It is, perhaps, truer of the bean than of the 
potato that it grows in every state of the Union. It 1s certainly 
true that it can be cultivated over a wider area of every state, and 
that it can be cultivated with less effort. The ordinary bean of 
commerce, or the bean most familiar to Americans, thrives equally 
well North and South, East and West. It doés as well in the back 
lot as in the kitchen garden. With little more than passing care it 
will prosper equally well onthe trellis of a summer cottage or in the 
vacant spaces of the city. It is mot exaggerating to say that there 
is no limit to the bean yield of the soil of the United States. Yet 
the concerns engaged in the vegetable packing industry were com- 
pelled last year to import from Servia, Italy, Hungary, Spain and 
the south of France over 2,000,000 bushels of beans for the Amer- 
ican market. On every bushel of these 2,000,000 an import duty of 
{0 cents had to be paid. That is to say, it cost $800,000 in duty 
alone to bring these beans into the United States. The consumer, 
of course, paid the bill, and while in the act of paying it he was com- 
plaining, no doubt, of the high cost of living. 

There is no reason under the sun why a single-bushel of beans 
should be imported into the United States. This may be put even 
more strongly; there is every reason why the United States should 
contribute largely to the world’s supply of beans. In a certain sense 
now, even at the prevailing high prices, American packers are send- 
ing beans to all other countries. They export them packed with 
pork in ready-for-use form. Because the packers cannot obtain a 
supply of beans at a reasonable price at home, they are compelled 
to obtain their supply abroad, and, with the duty added, even then 
the cost of packing 1s beyond what it ought to be in order thoroughly 
and universally to popularize the ready-for-use pork and beans. 
\Vith cheaper beans the world demand might easily be doubled; it 
might possibly be quadrupled. 

Some enterprising and industrious persons here and there have 
seen and taken advantage of the opportunity for bean-growing on 
vacant and waste lands near cities. Beans, as remarked above, may 
be grown anywhere; their cultivation is especially profitable within 
reach of city markets. Local cultivation largely solves the problems 
of transportation, of middleman and of distribution. There is a 
ready and a good market for all the beans likely to be produced. 
Yet this field of industry, and it is only one of many, is neglected for 
vocations that pay a slim and. frequently uncertain day’s wage. If 
one could satisfactorily explain why, then one could satisfactorily 
explain why living cost is constantly increasing.
